A Suporitltlon That Is Intensely Popular 


in the West,

Friday attornoon' a Mr. Padgett and 


frits, ncbompanled by tb^Ir niece, a child 
o£ eight years, arrived in tho city from 
Washington, Ind., and went to tho resi- 
dence of Mrs. Taylp,rv No, CSO North Ninth 
street. Their mission, bore was to have 
llrs. Taylor apply her madstona to tho 
child, which was supposed to have been 
bitten by a mad dog. Tho child was tha 
possessor o£ a small dog-, a. eroat pot.

The little girl was 
very anxious about'her pet, not knowing 
where it was, and when she saw it ran to 
play with it. Tha dog, always kind before, 
sprang at her .and bit her in many places, 
nearly tearing tha clothing off her body. 
Her screams brought assistnnceandthedog 
was beaten off. Itwasnot!" .1 chat it frothed 
ut the month and ran niv.:nd in a circle. 
It was concluded that tho dog was mad, 
and It was killed. A physician was called 
and tho wounds cauterized. Some One 
mentioned the Torre Haute madsto'.ie, and 
it was determined to bring tho little girl 
to this city. The little one's liands and 
arms were, alrnoat black from cauteriza- 
tion. Mrs, Taylor scraped the flesh above 
one of tho,wounds until tho Wood flowed. 
The stone was then put 011 and bandaged 
to tho arm. In an hour the bandages wore 
removed, but tho stone was still adhering. 
Tho bandages were again put on. Tho 
stonfj was applied a little after nine o'clock 
on Fri day morning and adhered till ten in 
tho evening. ' Tho virus drawn from the 
arm soaked through two thicknesses of 
cloth. After the stone dropped off it was 
placed In warm water and thoroughly 
cleaned, the bottom o£the basin beinc cov- 
ered with.virus. After it was cleaned it 
was applied again, but would not adhere. 
Tho child was pronounced cured and was 
taken home yesterday morning;. 


Madstones are very rare and very few 


are known to exist. There is a madstono 
in Des lloines, la.; Keokul;, the samo 
State; ono in Louisville and one in Tay- 
lorsvillo, 111. Marry pooplo doubt their ex- 
istence. The writer has heard mauy people 
who considered themselves well Informed 
deny that there was such a stone. But al- 
most every one in Terro Haute knows that 
there is one in Torro":Haute, and have heard 
of the many wonderful cures it performed. 
Whore tho madstonos come from uo ono 
seems to know. Their possessors are not 
able to tell. An old Indian chief said that 
madstones were found in tbo stomachs of 
extremely old buck deers. The one in the 
possession ot llrs. Taylor has been in her 
family - for eighty years or more. It was 
brought from Virginia to Kentucky in the 
early days, and from Kentucky -to this 
city. Mrs. Taylor knows nothing of its 
origin. This -stone is not very large, in 
square,measuring about throe-eighths of an 
inch on each side. It is porous, and when 
applied to the wound tho virus passes 
through it into the bandages. It has never 
been known to fail when applied before the 
person was attacked by hydrophobia.

John MoG-raw was aTorapkins County 


man and a warm personal friend of Ezra 


i .Cornell. Ha made liis money in tho luru- 
! her btisiness. He.had many saw-mills in 


this country and Canada. Ills largest mill 
is at Bay City, Mich., on tho Saginaw Riv- 
er. Eastern readers will be astonished at 
tho figures; but this mill, in connection 
with Its railways and tramways and tha 
various properties belonging to it, cost 
him 51,200,000. It is the largest ostablis'h- 
m'ent of. its kind in the world. It will-take 
a log In the moruing and turn it into panel 
tloors within ten hours. Connected in busi- 
ness with Mr, McGraw at ono time was 
Henry W. Sago, CUancollor of Cornell.

A Singular Story Connected wltlt tho 


Supposed Murder of William Scot.r, ol 
Oleau.

New developments in a case of what was 


supposed to be accidental donth in Clean 
indicate strongly that it was a case of mur- 
der. The victim was a young man named 
William Scott, whose dead body was found 
lyinff near the Erio Railway track in 
Oloan, about.midnlgut on Tuesday of last 
week. 
There were several cuts on tlie 


head, back'and abdomen, and the verdict 
of tbo Coroner's Jury ,was that the man had 
been killed by the cars. It has since been 
learned that on the day of his death Scot; 
had received one thousand dollars through 
the sale of some property. In tbo after- 
noon of that day he was seen in O'Mara's 
saloon boasting of his sale and displaying 
considerable money. Ho was with two 
strange men. Scott became so drunk that 
tho men finally carried him out to a bam 
in the rear of tho place, where they left 
him. 


Between eleven and twelve o'clock that 


night an acquaintance of Scott's met him 
with two men on the road between O'MaraM 
saloon and the Erie Depot, near a piece of 
woods. It is remembered now that tlieiv 
was no blood either on tho rails or any- 
where ou tlio trad: where Scott's body wa^ 
found, and railroad men say that it would 
hardly be possible for an engine to either 
strike or run over a man there without the 
fact being" known at once by tho engineer 
or fireman. ' "There was no money on 
Scott's person whon he was found. A now 
investigation will bo made. 


Singular facts connected with Scott's 


death are the declarations of his brother, 
who lives in Bradford, Pa., and of his sis- 
ter, whose 'borne is in Rochester, each of 
whom claim to have witnessed in a dream 
tho murder of their brother. The sister 
says that on the night of his death she saw 
him attacked by two men in tho woods, 
who beat him to death and robbed him. 
She awoke screaming: 
" Don't touch the money! There's blood 


011 it 1" 


She was frightened so that she arose and 


struck u light, and saw by a clock in hoi- 
room that it was a little past half-past 
eleven O'clock. The -brother had a similar 
dream at tho same-hour, .and was unable to 
sleep again during the night, so oppressed 
was he by .tho seeming reality and terror 
of the scene be had witnessed,
